When 
shipped we immediately send customers Bill of Lading 
which is a receipt from the R. R. Co., with number of or- 
der and full instructions as to the order. 


We Notify Customers ofthe receipt of their order, 
if not sent out at once. If to besent by mail and they 
are not received within a reasonable time, notify us of the 
delay, giving number and date of order, as probably some 
mishap in the mail, although Uncle Sam makes few mis- 
takes, and buying by mail is one of the easiest, most satis- 
factory and money saving methods of the present age. 


What We Guarantee. That all money sent us for 
seed shall reach us if sent by registered letter, P. O. or 
express money order or bank draft made payable to order 
of A. A. Berry Seed Co. That your order will be filled 
promptly and well. 

We guarantee to ship our seeds in the best manner 
possible and to be of the highest germinating power, asthey 
are not only carefully grown, harvested ae cleaned, but 
are also carefully tested and nothing is sent out which we 
do not believe to be good in every respect, and we know our 
seeds will grow and give satisfactory results, if you do your 
part and nature does not interfere, but we can in no manner 
warrant the crop, nor be responsible for other failures, as 
success sometimes depends upon circumstances over which 
we have no control, 

Keep a Copy of Your Order. Sometimes persons 
think that they have ordered articles which they lave 
omitted, and blame us for not sending them. 


Don’t Forget to keep a copy of your order. 


Important. It occasionally happens (very seldom) 
that an order is lost in coming to us, or the goods in going toa 
the customer. Therefore,if any who order do not hear from 
us within a reasonable tength of time, they should send 
a duplicate order, naming the date on which the former 
was sent, and the amount of money enclosed and in what 
form.

In such case we ship the goods to the near- 
est station to this prepaid station, as we never pay freight 
charges on heavy seeds, unless charges are advanced, and 
there is no advantagein this as we cannot possibly get a 
lower rate than our customers and everyoneis treated alike 
in the way of freight bythe R.R. Co. It makes us quite a 
bit of trouble and often delay in having to prepay freight. 


Free Delivery on all packets, ounce and pound, as 
we prepay the postage, or often send by express if it is 
cheaper to ourselves, and as convenient to our customers. 
Always state on order sheet your express Office as well as 
post office. When you are ordering field seeds by freight.

The figures contained in the agricultural bulletin of the 
census bureau, just published, staggertheimagination of 
the average man, long surfeited with the statistics of co- 
lossal industrial combinations. The total value of the farm 
products for the year in which the census was taken was 
$4,739,118,000; the average income for each farm was $655; 
and the average farm comprised 146acres. Iowa heads the 
list of the states with the products for the year 1899 valued 
at $365, 411,528, and Illinois comes second with $345,649,611. 

Iowa has over 86 per cent of improved farm lands, 9 per 
cent more than Illinois, which is again secondon the list. 
The value of the products and of the landsof the north

of the northwest and the southwest. 

Pessimists who have seen evidence of the decay of agri- 
culture and the doom of the country in the increasing 
number of men employed in the various industries of the 
country should read the bulletin and take comfort. The 
development of the magnificent state of Iowa is the work 
of the last generation and has beeu synchronous with the 
industrial development of the country. Without that in- 
dustrial advance Iowa could not have been what itis. Itis 
the railroads which give Iowa access to the markets and the 
agricultural machinery which makes it possible for the 
population of the state to plant and harvest the great 
crop. Neither the character of the soil nor the quality of 
population, fine as they both are, alone could have 
made of the territory of Iowa the state that it is today. 

The state is unique. With almost no resources but those 
of agricultureit has built up one of the most efficient sys- 
tems of state education and one of the best state govern- 
ments in the entire union. When the pessimists have 
grown weary contemplating the agricultural decline of 
New Engiand, let them lookatIowa andtake heart. It 
may bethat the state of Texas, with its boundless areas, 
may some day lead in value of agricultural products, but 
it can never present the picture of unbroken prusperity, of 
successive fertile fields, and the equable distribution of 
population that gives lowa its enviable position at the 
head of the agricultural states of the greatest agricultural 
nation in the world.

Here is another new variety which was introduced and 
sold by ustwo years ago for the first time and gave uni- 
versal satisfaction and the many kind words of praise we 
have heard trom it is something wonderful. We put out 
thousands of bushels of it among a great number of cus- 
tomers and we cannot remember of one single complaint. 

it is a splendid corn for tne tarmer who is looking for 
corn with extra deep grains and small cobs. This was 
originated near this place by a successful farmer and corn 
grower and has been watched with interest by us for several 
years and we consider it second to none, The character- 
istics of this are as follows: Medium sized ears, extra deep 
long grains growing on a small cob, well filled ‘both at the 
tip and butt ends, generally enclosing the entire cob atthe 
tip end with grains. itis a wonderin the way of filling, 
there being no corn that is so completely filled as Expan- 
sion.

FORAGE AND ENSILAGING PLANTS. 


This is a subject that is becoming of more and more 
nterest to every farmer in this country and one that should 
demand the attention of every one. To the stock farmer 
the question of rough feed is one that must be met, espe- 
cially with the increased price of land. The great demand 
for winter food is met with those who can successfully raise 
or keep plenty of rough food. No kind of stock can be kept 
properly unless provided with a sufficient quantity of good, 
wholesome food. The constant aim of all successful farm- 
ers is to produce as large a quantity and as cheaply as pos- 
sible.

There are several 
plants that are practically drouth-resisting to a great degree 
and produce a fair crop with very little moisture Yhe 
farmer who is wide awake will not depend on one thing 
alone, but will diversify crops so that if one thing should be 
a failure he can fall back upon another. In the west and 
southwest where much stock is raised, Cane and Kaffir Corn 
are an excellent forage plant and provide several tons per 
acre.

One 
is by broadcast seeding of from 1% to 24 bu. per acre, sow- 
ing from the middle of June until the middle of July. A 
great many cut it like hay and many make the mistake of 
cutting too early, before it matures, consequently it sours 
and loses much of its great feeding value, although you 
cannot spoil it so that stock will not eat it, asitisso greatly 
relished by stock of all kinds that they consume it even if 
spoiled. The proper way is to wait untilitis matured and 
cooler weather before harvesting. The remedy to keep it 
from getting too large is to plant it late. 

We discovered a splendid way to handle cane two years 
ago. Ore of our most successiul farmers sowed broad- 
cast in May too ibs. or 2 bu. of seed per acre on good land. 
Even that thick it became very rank and headed out. When 
the seed was ripe, in September, he tookacorn harvester and

Cattle and horseg 
would clean it up with a relish, 


Early Amber Sugar Cane 


The great trouble heretofore in this country with cane 
as hay is curing and handling it, as on our rich sail with 
plenty of moisture it would become very heavy. Peoplé 
would try to make it as hay, cutting 1t early. When cut in 
hot weather with more or less rain on it, it would blacken 
and spoil before it could be cured, greatly lessening its 
value and making it a bugbear to handle. But when cut 
later, when matured, during cool weather, with less risks 
from rains in the late falland put in large shocks, it is a 
success. 


The cutting with a harvester is also a great success. Re- 
member it is a corn harvester and not a grain binder. But 
in case you have no harvester nor is there one in the neigh 
borhood, buy one or club in with your neighbors and get 
one in partnership; it will pay. If you do not want to do 
that, sow your cane at least 2 bu. per acre from June 15th to 
yuly 15th and wait until cool weather, latter part of Septem- 

er or just before frost, before you cut it and let it stand 30r 
4 days in the swath, then rake and place in large shocks, 
allowing it to stay there until you use it. 


Another way to plant cane is to drill it with rotary corn 
planter, using largest plates with driil attachment to get as 
much seed on the ground as possible, or to drill with one- 
horse drill, using the fastest motion and largest plate in 
lister furrow, making the furrow as shallow as possible. It 
takes more labor to Brow it in that way, but some prefer 
it as it can-be handled then like corn fodder to better ad- 
vantage.

PENCILLARIA.

For the best de- 
velopment rape requires a rich, moist, loamy soil, but wil 
usually do well on any but light sandy soils and stiff clays, 
such soils being generally deficient in vegetable matter. 
In general a soil that will produce good crops of turnips, 
cabbage, wheat and corn will be suitable for rape. 
Throughout the northern states generally, seeding 
may take place from June ist, or possibly earlier, to the 
middle or last of July, according to the season and locality; 
abit south the seed may be sown any time from May to 
= er, 
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The rape is usually ready for use in about 8 to 10 weeks 
from date of seeding, often less. The general practice is to 
use it as a soiling crop or as pastures Sheep and swine 
may be turned in the field and allowed to remain until rape 
i pestured off. Cattle may also be allowed to run in the 

eld. 

Rape has high feeding value. Makes excellent feed for 
fattening sheep and swine, and for producing an abundant 
flow of milk in milch cows.

Many farmers object.to Barley, especially in the corn 
- belt, having in mind the old style kinds, as hard to handle, 
growing short, not yielding, etc. That is a thing of the 
past, and old varieties, like the old stage coach, have to give 
way to something better.

MEADOWS. 


_ Itisa well known rule of nature that 
a judiciously selected mixture of several 


varieties of grasses will produce a larger 
yield than can be obtained if only one 
variety is sown alone. When sowing a 
carefully selected mixture of grass and 
clover you run less risk than if you carry 
all your eggs in one basket, so to speak. 
Some varieties may live and thrive on 
your particular piece of land better than 


others, and these will theu have a chance 


to do their very best. 

A mixed pasture is earlier, gives bet- 
ter yield and holds out better than one 
sown down with but one kind of grass. 
Several varieties sown together occupy 
the ground more closely and a larger 
yield of hay and better quality can al- 
ways be obtained from a mixed meadow, 
and it makes a much more permanent 
pasture, affording, in most instances, 

ouble the amount of feed for stock than 
if only one or two varieties are grown. 

There area great many parts of the 
country where only one or two kinds of 
grass are known and mostly sown, and 
these are timothy andclover. While tim- 
othy is a splendid grass and clover the 
foundation of all successful farming, 
neither is permanent nor well adapted to 
pasturing, are easily affected by drouth 
and frost, thereby making it necessary to 
re-sOw every year or two, rather an expensive method.

For first crop sow the seeds early in 
hhotbeds, or in boxes in the house, or later 
in open ground, in rich, moist soil, cover- 
ing seed very lightly. When the plants 
are about three inches high, transplant 
to about three inches apart each way ina 
Tich, pulverized bed. 


The tops are shorn off once or twiec 
before planting so as to insure “‘stocky”’ 
-piants, which suffer less on being trans- 
planted. After the ground has been well 
prepared, lines are struck out on the 
level surface, three feet apart, and the 
plants set six inchs apart in rows. Ifthe 
weather is dry at the time of planting, 
great care should be taken that the roots 
are properly firmed. 


Keep clear of weeds until about the 
middle of August, when it will betime 
to begin earthing them up. Draw the 
soil up against the plants with a hoeas 
closeiy as possible firming it enough to 
keep the plants in an upright position. 


Later in the season the bleaching 
process must be finished by digging the 
soil from between the rows and banking 
it up clear to the tops on each side of the 
row of celery.
